about, yet he makes his Breach and Entry at ſome one or few ſpe- 
cial parts thereof, which he hath tryed and found to be  weakett 
and leaſt able to reſiſt : So ficknels doth make her particular aſfaulc 
upon fuch part or parts of our Body as are weakeſt and eafieſt to 
be overcome by that ſort of Diſeaſe which then doth affail us, al- 
though all the reft of the Body, by ſympathy, feel it (elt to be as it 
were<belaid and befteged by the affliction of that ſpecial part, the 
grief and ſmart thereof being by the ſence of feeling diſperſed 
through: all the reſt of: the members; and Ferefore the 5kilful 
Phyfician preſles by ſuch Cures to purge and ſtrengthen that ow

| beft agree with the nature of that inficm part 3 which being-abu+-

weakneſs ; For one Cure muſt not ever beuſcd for the felt ſame Di- 
ſeaſe, but according to the varying of any of the aforeſaid Eircum- 
ſtances, that fort of Remedy muſttbe uſed which is fitteſt tor- the 
fame : . where by the <contrary'in this caſe, ſuch is the miraculous 
Omnipotency of our ſtrong:-taſted:.Tobacco, - as it cures all ſorts of 
Diſcaſes (which never any Dcug could'do before)-in all Perfons,and 
at all times.

\ But here ſome may object and think 3 That waſhing of the body 


throngh with good Liquor, ſhowld cleanſe the body, and make it fit for 
nouriſhment, and be like good Phyfick, for a foul body. But the effect 
proves the contrary 3 and it is but reaſon it ſhould be ſo: tor, ſup- 
poſe the Liquor (whether Wine, or other) be pure and good; yet 


when the ſpirit is.drawn off from it, the remainder is but dead, flat, _ 


thick, and a muddy flegm. As we findin the deftillation of Wine, 
ox other Liquors ſo ic is in mans body: the fpirit is drawn off firſt, 
and all the parts of mans body are ready Receiverg, and dozmbibe 
that limpid. congenerous calivener, freely and readily ; but the re- 
mainder, of greateli proportion 3 Oat heavy, dull, phlegmy part, 


and 
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and of a warcotick, quality 3, lies long fluctuating upon the digeftions, 
and paſſeth but ſlowly ; turns fowr, and vitiates the Craſes of the 
parts ! So that this great iuund2ation; and ſuppoſed: waſhing of the 
body,” does but dro wn the Faculties, ftrpefie or choak, the 'Spirits, 
and debile all the Parts 3 not prrifie and cleauſe., And althotigh the 
more ſubitle and thipner- portion, paſſeth away in fome perſons 
pretty ircely by Urine 3 yet the grofſer and worſe part ſtayes behind, 
and clogs in the percolation. 

A third injury, and common, manifeſt prejudice from intempe-

3 of theſe deaf Adders will not be charmed nor cured, yea though 
few or none of this ſwiniſh herd of habitual Drunkards, accuſtomed 
to wallow in their mire 3 yea, deeply and irrecoverably plunged by 
legions of Devils into the dead fea of their filthineſs; what if not 
- one of ithem will be waſhed, and made clean, but thyn again co 
their Vomit, and trample the Pearls of all admonition under feet ; 
yea, turn again, and rend their Reprovers with” ſcof and fcorns, 
making Jeſts and Songs on their Alebench : Yet may ſome young 
ones be deterred, and ſome Novices reclaimed, fome Parents and 
Magiſtrates awakened to prevent and ſuppreſs the ſpreading of this 
Gangrene : And God have his work in ſuch as belong to his Grace. 

And what is impoſlible to the work of his Grace? 
' Go tothen now ye Drunkards,lifien not what I, or any ordinary 
Hedge-Prieſt (as you ſiyle us) but that moſi wiſe and experienced 
Royal Preacher hath to fay unto you. - And becauſe you area qull 
and thick cared Generation, he fir deals with you by way of queſti- 
on; a figure of force and impreſſon. To whomis woe ? &c. You 
'ufe to ſay, Woe be tq Hypoecrites, It's true, woe be to fuch-and 
| : all 
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 allothet witfingand willing finners; but there areno kind of Of- 


hereafter. Ocher Sinners (hall taſte of the Cup, but you ſhall drink 
off the dregs of God's Wrath and Diſpleafure, To whom #4 Strife : 
You talk of good tellowſhip and-tricendſhip, but Wine isa rager and 
tumultuous make-bate, and ſets you a quarreling, and medling. 
When wit's out of the head and ſtrength out of the body, it thrutts 
even Cowards and Daſltards, untenced and unarmed, into needleſs 
 Frayes and Combats. And then to whom are Wounds, broken 
Heads, blue Eyes, maimed Limbs ? You have a drunken by-word, 
Drunkards take no harm 3 but how many are the miſhaps and un- 
timely misfortunes that betide ſuch, which though they feel not 
in drink, they carry as marksand brands to their Grave. You 
pretend you drink Healths, and tor Health 3 but to whom are all 
kind of Diſcaſes, Infirmities, Deformities, pearled Faces, Palſics, 
Droplies, Head-aches ? It not to Drunkards. 

Upon theſe premiſes, he forcibly infers his ſober and ſerious ad- 
viſe. -Look upon theſe wotul effects and evils of Drunkenneſs,and 
look not upon the Wine 3 look upon the blue Wounds, upon the 
red Eyes it cauſeth, and look not on the red colour when it ſpark- 
lethin the Cup. © If there were no worſe then theſe, yet would no 
wile man be overtaken with Wine : As if he ſhould ſay, What ſee 
you in the Cup or Drink, that countervaileth theſe dreggs that 
lein the bottom. Behold, thisis the Sugar you are to look for, 
and the tang it leaves behind. Woe and alas, forrow and ſtrife, 
ſhame, poverty and diſcaſes ; theſe are cnough to make it odious, 
but that which followeth withall, will make it h1deous and feartu!. 
For Solomon duely conſidering that he ſpeaks'to men paſt (ſhame ana 
grace, ſcnſcleſs of blowes, and therefore much more of reaſons and 
words, inſifteth notupon theſe petty woes 3 which they, bewitched 
and beſotted with the love of Wine, will eaſily over-fee and over- 
© leap: butſcts before their Eyes the direftul end and fruit, the blac 
and poyſontul tzil of this fin. Ts the endit flingeth like the Ser- 
pent, it biteth like the Cockatrice, (or Adder) faith our new Tranſla- 
tion.

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fenders on whom woe doth ſo palpably inevitably attend as to you 4, £0G- 
Drunkatds. You promiſe your felves Mirth, Pleafure; and Jollity Thotws 
in your Cups 3 but for one drop of your mad mirth, be ſure of Gal: jy:pye1c. 
lons, and Funs of Woe, Gall, Wormwood, and bitterneſs here and pag, 
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All Interpreters-agree, ' That he means-ſome moſt virulent Sep» 
pent, whoſe Poyſon 1s preſent and deadly. All the woes he hath 
mentioned before, - were but as the ſiting of fome Emmet, Waſpe, or 
Nettle, in compariſon of this Cockatrice which is even untodeath ; 
death ſpeedy, death painful, and woful death, and that as naturally 
and inevitably, as Opium procureth ſleep, .as Hellehore purgeth, or 
any Poyſon killeth. | 
Three forked is this ſting,and three-fold is the death it procureth 

to all that are ſtrung therewith. The firſt is, the death of Grace 
The ſecond is,of the Body : The third is,of Soul and Body eternal, 
All finis the poyſon wherewithall the old Serpent and red Dragon 
envenomes the ſoul of Man, butno fin (except it be that which is 
unto death) ſo mortal as this,which though not ever unpardonably, 
yet for the moſt part is alſo irrecoverably and inevitably unto death. 
Seeſt thou one bitten with any other Snake, there is hope and help +: 
as the Father ſaid of his Son, when he had information of his 
Gaming, of his Prodigality, yea, of his Whoring : But when he 
heard that he was poyſoned with Drunkenneſs, he gave him for 
dead, his caſe for deſperate and forlorn. Age and experience often 
cures the other 3. but this encreaſeth with years, and parteth-not 
till death. Whoring is a deep Ditch, yet ſome few ſhall a man ſee 
return and lay hold on the wayes of life,one of a thouſand, but ſcarce 
one Drunkard of ten thouſand. One Ambroſe mentions, and one 
haveI known 3 and but one of all that ever I knew or heard of. 
Often have I been asked, and often have I enquired,” but never 
could meet with an inſtance, fave one or two at the moſt. I ſpeak 
of Drunkards, not of one drunken ; of ſuch who rarely and cafual- 
ly have Noah-like been ſurprifed, over-taken at unawares: But 1f 
once a Cuſtome, ever Neceſftity. Wine takes away the Heart, and 
ſpoils the Brain, overthrows the Faculties and Organs of Repen- 
tance and Reſolution. And is it not juſt with God,that he who will 
put out his natural light, ſhould have his ſpiritual extinguiſhed ? 
He that will deprive himſ{clf of Reaſon, ſhould loſe allo the Guide 
and Pilot of Reaſon, God's Spirit and Grace: He that will wit- 
tingly and willingly make himſelf an Habitation of WUnclean Spirits, 
ſhould not diſpoſſeſs them at his own pleaſure? Mott aptly there- 
fore is it tranſlated by Tremelins Hemorrbois , which Geſner con- 
founds with the Dipſas, or thirſty Serpent, whoſe poyſon breedeth 
ſach thirſt, drought, and inflamation z like that of Ratsbane, that 
they neyer leave drinking, till they burſt and dic withall, Would 
at 


It not grieve and pitty any Chrittian-ſoul, to ſee a towardly hopeful 
young. man, well natured, well nurtured, ftung with this Cocka- 
trice; bewailing his own calc, .crying out againſt the baſeneſs of 
the ſin, inveighing/againſi Company, melting under the perſwaſi- 
ons'of Friends; yea, proteſting againſt all enticements, vow, cove- 
nant, and ſcriouſly indent wich himſelf and his Friends for the re- 
linquiſhing of it; And'yet if he meet with a Companion that holds 
but up his Finger, he follows him as a Fool to the Stocks, and as 
an Oxe to the Slaughter-houſe,, having no Power to withſtand the 
Temptation; but 1n he. goes with him;to the Tipling-houſe, not 
conſidering that the Chambers are the Chambers of Death, and the 
Gueſts, the Guefts of Death; and there ke continues as one be- 
witched, or conjured in a Spell; out of which be returns not, till 
he hath emptied his Purſe of Money,. his Head of Reaſon, and his 
Heart of all his former ſeeming Grace. There his Eyes behold the 
firange Woman, his Heart ſpeaketh perverſe things , becoming 
heartleſs, as one (faith Solomon) in the heart of the Sea, reſolving 
to continue, and return to his Vomit, whatſoever it coſt him, to 
make it his daily work. I was ſick, and knew it not : Iwas ſtrach , 
nd felt it not > when I awake, Twill ſeek it ſtill. And why indeed 
(without a Miracle) ſhould any expe& that one ſtung with. this 
Viper fhould ſhake it off, and ever recover of it again. Yea, ſo far 
are they from recovering themſclves, that they infe&t and become 
contagious and peſtilent to all they come near, The Dragon infu- 
fing his Venome, and affimulating his Elfes to himſelf in no fin fo 
much as in this, that it becomes as good as Meat and Drink to 
them, to ſpend their Wit and Money to compaſs Ale-houſe after 
Ale-houſe 3 yea, Townafter Town, to transform others with their 
Circean-Cups, till they have made them Bruits and Swine, worſe 
then themſelves. The Adulterer and Uſurer defire to enjoy their 
Sin alone 3 but the chiefeft paſtime of 'a Drunkard is to heat and 
overcome others with Wine, that he may diſcover their nakedneſs 
and glory in their foyl and folly. In a word, exceſs of Wine,'and 
theſpicit of Grace are oppoſites 3 the former expels the latter out 
of the Heart, as ſmoke doth Bees out of the Hive : and makes the 
' man a meer Slave and Prey to Satan and his ſnares 3 when, by this 
Poyſouly- hath put out his Eyes, and ſpoyled him of his ſfirength , 
he uſeth him as the Phjliftins did Sampſon, leads him in a firing 
whither he pleaſeth, like a very drudge, fcorn, and make-ſport to 


himſelf and his Imps 3 makes him grind in the Mill of all kind of 
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Sins and Vices. Andthat 1 take to be the reafon- why Drunken- 
neſs is not ſpecially prohibited in any one of the Ten Command- 
ments, becauſe it 15not the ſingle breach of any one; but in «fect 
the violation of all and every one: It is no one fio, bnt all fins; be-: 
caule it is the In-let and Sluce to all other Sins; ' The Devil haying 
moiltened, and ſteeped him in his Liquor ſhapes him like fol: 
Clay, into what mould he pleaſeth : having ſhaken off his Rudder 
and Pilot, daſhes his Soul upon what Rocks, Sands, and 'Syrts he 
lifteth, and that with-as much eaſe as a man may puth down his 
Body with the leaſt thruſt of his Handor. Finger. He: that-in his 
right wits, and ſober mood, ſeems religious, modeſt, chaſt, courte- 
ous, ſecret 3 in his drunken fits, wears, blaſphemes, rages, ſirikes, 
talks filthily, blabs all ſecrets, commits folly, knows no difference 
of Perſons or Sexes, becomes wholly at Satans command, asa dead 
Organ, to be enacted at his will and pleaſure. Oh that God 
would be pleaſed to open the Eyes of ſome Drunkard, toſee what: 
a Dunghill and Carrion his Soul becomes, and how loathſome 
effe&s tollow upon thy ſpiritual death, and ſting of this Cockatrice, 
which is the Fountain of the other two following, temporal and 
eternal death ! 70 | Us 

And well may it be, that ſome ſuch as are altogether fearleſs and 
careleſs of the former death, will yet tremble, and be moved with 
that which I ſhall in the ſecond place tell them. Among all other 
fins that are, none brings forth bodily death ſo frequently as this, 
none ſo ordinarily ſlays in the a& of fin as this. And what can be 
more horrible then to die in the a& of a Sin, without the a& of Re- 
pentance ? I pronounce no definitive Sentence of Damnation upon 
any particular ſo dying » but what door of hope or - comfort js-left 
to their Friends beting of their Salvation ? The Whore-Maſtes he 
hopes to have a ſpace and time to repent in age, though ſometimes 
it pleaſeth God that death firikes Cozbz and Zimri napping, as the 
Devil is faid to ſlay one of the Popes in the intiant of his Adultery, 
and carry him quick to Hell, The Swearer and Blaſphemer hath 
commonly ſpace, though feldong Grace, to repent and amend : and 
ſome rare examples ſtories afford, of ſome taken with Oaths and 
Blaſphemies in their mouths. The Thiet and Oppoſſor may live, 
and repent, and make reſtitution, as Zacheus : though I hawe ſeen 
one {lain right-out with the Timber he ſiole half an hour 'before ; 
and heard of one that having ſtoln a Sheep, and laying it down 

upon a ſtone to reſt him, was grin'd and hang'd with the ſirugling 
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of it about his Neck. But theſeare extraordinary and rare caſes : 
God ſometimes practiſing Marſhal-Law, and doing preſent execy- 
tion, leſt Fools thall ſay in their Hearts, There were no God, or 
Judgment : but conniving and deferring the moſt, that men might 
expe& a Judge coming, and a ſolemn day of Judgment to come, 
But this fin of Drunkenneſs is ſo odious to him, that he makes it 

{elf Juſtice, Judge and Executioner, ſlaying the ungodly with miſ- 
fortune, bringing them to untimely ſhameful ends, in brutiſh and 
beaftial manner, often in their own vomit and ordure ſending 
them ſottiſh , ſleeping , and ſenſcleſs to Hell, not leaving them 
either time, or reaſon , or grace to repent, and cry ſo much 
as Lord have mercy upon us. Were there (as in ſome Cities of 1taly ). 
an Office kept, or a Record and Regiſter by every Coroner in 
Shires and Counties , of ſuch diſmal events which God hath 
avenged this fin withall, what a Volume would it have made with- 
in theſe few years in this our Nation ? How terrible a Threater of 
God's Judgments againſt Drunkards, ſuch as might make their 
Hearts to bleed and relent, if not their Ears to tingle, to hear of a 
caſte of ſome few ſuch noted and remarkable Examples of God's 
Juſtice, as have come within the compaſs of mine own notice, and 
certain knowledge 3. I think I ſhoul4 offend to conceal them from 
the World, whom: they may happily keep trom being the like to 
others, themſelves. 

An Ale-wife in Keſgrave, near to Ipſwich,who would needs force 
three Serving-men (that had been drinking in her Houle, and were 
taking their leaves) to ftay and drink the three Outs firſt, that is, 
Wit out of the Head, Money out of the Purſe, Ale out of the Pot ; 
as ſhe. was coming -towards them with the Pot in her hand, was 
ſuddenly taken ſpeechleſs and fick, her Tongue. ſwoln in her 
mouth, . never recovered ſpeech, the third day after died. This Sir 
Anthony Felton, the next Gentleman and Juſtice, with divers others 
Eye-witnefſesof her in Sickneſs related to me; whereupon I went 
to the Houſe with two or three Witnefles, and inquired the truth 
of it. 

Two Servants of a Brewer in Ipſwich, drinking for a rumpe of a 
Tarkie, ſirugling in their drink for it, fell into a ſcading Caldron 
-backwards : whereof the one diced preſently, the other lingringly 
and painfully fince my coming to Ipſwich, **

ing, the Drink, or ſomething in the Cup, quackled him, ſtuck ſoin 
his Throat, that-he could get it neither up nor down, but ſtrangled 
him preſently.

At Tillingham in Dengy Hundred in Eſſex,three young men meet- 
ing to drink Strong-waters, fell by degrees to halt-pints: One fell 
dead in the Room, and the other. prevented by Company coming 
in, eſcaped not without much ſickneſs. bo ant Fs AED 
At Bungey in Norfolk , three coming out of an Ale-houſe in a 
very dark Evening, ſwore, they thought it was not darker in Hell 
it ſelf ; One of them fell off the Bridge into the water, and was 
drowned ; the ſecond fell off his Horſe,” the third ſleeping on the 
Ground by the Rivers-ſide, was frozen to death : This have I of- 
ten heard, but have no certain ground-for the truth. of it it, _. 
A Bayliff of Hadly,upon the Lords-day,being drunk at MeIford, 
would needs get upon his Mare, to ride through the Street, affirm- -- 
ing (as the Report goes) -That his Mare would carry him to the 
Devil ; His Mare cafts him off, and broke his Neck inſtantly. Re-- 
ported by ſundry ſufficient Witneſlcs., | 
Company drinking in an Ale-houſe at Harwich 'in the night, 
over againſt one Maſter Ryfiels, and by himout of his Window 
once or twice willed to depart 3 at length he came down, and took 
one of them, and made as if he would carry him to Priſon, who 
drawing his Knife, fled from him, and was three days after taken 
out of the Sea with the Knife in his hand.

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AtTenby in Pembrokeſhire, a Drunkard being exceeding drunk, 
broke himſelf all to pieces off an high and fteep Rock, ina moſt 
fearful manner ; and yet the occation and circumſtances of his fall 
were fo ridiculous, as I think not fit to relate; leſt, in fo ſerious a | 
Judgment, I ſhould move laughter to the Reader. + 

A Glaſier in Chancery-Lane in London, noted formerly for Pro- 
fe(fon, fell toa common courſe of drinking, whereof being oft 
by his Wife and many Chriſtian friends admoniſhed, yet preſuming 
much of God's mercy -to; himſelf, continued. therein , till , 
upon a time, having ſurcharged his Stomach with drink, he fell a 
vomiting, broke a Vein, lay two days in extreme pain of Body, 
and diſtreſs of Mind, till in the end recovering a little comfort, he 
died : Both theſe Examples related to me by a Gentleman of 
worth upon his own knowledge. 

Four ſundry inſtances of Drunkards wallowing and tumbling in 
their drink, ſlainby Carts Iforbear to mention, becauſe ſuch ex- 
amplesare ſo common and ordinary. | 

A Teoman's Son in Northamptonſhire,who being drunk at Welling 
borwgh on a Market-day, would needs ride his Horſe in a bravery 
over the plowed-lands, fell from his Horſe, and brake his Neck :; 
Reported to me by a Kinſman of his own. | 

A Knight notoriouſly given to Drunkenneſs, carrying ſometime 
Payls of drink into the open Field, to make people drunk withall 3 
being upon a timedrinking with Company, a woman comes in, 
delivering- him a Ring with this Poſiz, Drink and die ſaying to 
him, This is for yow 3 which he took and wore, and within a week 
after came to his end by drinking : Reported by ſundry, and juſt:- - 
fied by a Minifter dwelling within a mile of theplace. 

Two Examples have I known of Children that murthered their 
own Mothers in drink 3 and one notorious Drunkard that attemp- 
ted to kill his Father 3 of which being hindred, he fired his Barn, 
and was afterward executed : one of theſe formerly in Print. 

Ata Tavern in Breadjtreet in London,certain Gentlemen drinking 
Healths to their Lords,on whom they had dependance; one deſpe- 
rate Wretch ſteps to the Tables end, lays hold on a pottle-pot tull 
of Canary-ſfack, ſwears a deep Oath 3 What will none here drink 
a health to my noble Lord and Maſter? and fo ſetting the pottle- 
pot to his mouth, drinks it off to the bottom 3 was not able to rife 
up, or to ſpeak when he had done, but tell into a deep ſnoaring 
ſleep, and being removed, laid aſide, and coyered by = of the 
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Seryants of the Houſe; attending the time of the drinking,. was 
within.the ſpace of two hours irrecoverably. dead : Witneſlſed at 
. the time of the Printing hercof by the ſame Servant that ſtood. by 
him in the Ad, and helpt to remove him. _ 

In Dengy Hundred, near. Mauldoz, about the beginning of his 
Majelties Reign, there fell outan extraordinary Judgment upon 
ſive or fix that plotted a folemn drinking at one of their. Houſes, 
laid in Beer for the once, drunk healths 1n a ſtrange manner, and 
died thercof within a few weeks, ſome ſooner, and ſome Jater : 
witneſſed to me by one that was with one of them on his death- 
bed, to demand a Debt, and often ſpoken of by Maſter Heydon, late - 
Preacher of Mauldon, in the hearing of many : The particular cir- 
cumſtances were exceeding remarkable, bur having not ſufficient 
- proof for the pasticulars, I will not report them. | 
One of Aylehamin Norfolk, a notorious Drunkard, drowned in 
- aſhallow Brook of water, with his Horfe by him. _ : 

Whileſt this was at the Preſſe, a man Eighty five years old, or 
thercaboat, in Sxffolk,, overtaken with Wine, (though never in 
all his life before, as he himſelf ſaid a little before his fall, ſeeming 
to. bewail his preſent condition, and othersthat knew himſo fay 
of him) yet going down a pair of ſtairs (againſt the perſwafion of 
a weman fitting by. him in his Chamber) tell, and was fo dange- 
rouſly hurt, as hedied ſoon after, not being able to ſpeak from the 
time of his fall to his death. | | 

The Names of the Parties thus puniſhed, T forbear for the Kin- 
dreds ſake yet living. EY 

ef conſcionable Miniſters of all places of the Land would give 
notice of ſuch Judgments, as come within the compals of their cer- 
tain knowledge, it might be a great means to ſuppreſs this Sin, 
which reigns every where to the ſcandal of our Nation, and high 
diſpleaſure of Almighty God. _ 

Theſe may ſuffice for a taſt of God's Judgments : Eafie were it 
to abound in ſundry particular Caſualties, and fearful Examples of 
this nature. Drunkard, that which hath befaln any one of theſe, 
may befal thee, if thou wilt dally with this Cockatrice 3 what ever 
leagues thou makeſt with Death, and diſpenlations thou giveſi thy 
ſelt from the like.

take of their endleſs woes. If young Cyrus could refufe to drink 
Wine, and tell 4ftyages, He thought it to be Poylon, for he faw it.

of Dragons, and the venome of Aſps. In which words, Moſes . 
15 22ful] Commentary upon Solomon, largely expreſiing_ that he 
ſpeaks here more bricfly, 1: ſtings like the Serpent, aud bites like the 
Cotkatrice : To the which I may not unkitly add that,of Paxle, and 
think Tought to write-of ſuch with more. /paſſion and compaſſion, 
then he £1 of the Chriſtians in his time, which ſure were pot ſuch 
Monſters as ours in the ſhapes of Chriſtians, Whoſe God is their Belly, 
(whom they ſerve with-Drink- Offexipgs) whoſe glory is their ſhame, 
#nd whoſe end is damnation- Os HY 

What then, take we pleaſure: in thundering out Hell again 
Drunkards ?: is there nothing but death and damnatipn to Drun- 
kards? Nothing elſe to them, ſocantinuing, ſo dying, But what 
is there no help nor hope, no Amulet, Antidote, or .Triacle, are 
there no Preſidents: found of Recovery ? Ambroſe, I temember, tells 
of one, that having been a ſpeQacle of Drunkenneſs, proved after 
his Converſion a pattern of fobriety. And I my {lf muſt confeſs, 
that one have I known yet living, who havin Jrunkue his bodi- 
ly Eyes, had his ſpiritual Eyes opened, proved diligent in hearing 
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- and practiſing. Though the Pit be;deep, miry and narrow, like 
that Dungeon into which Feremy was put 3 yetif it pleaſe God to 
let down the cords of his Divine mercy, and cauſe the Party to lay 
hold thereon, it is poſſible they may eſcape the ſnares of death. 
There is even for the moſt debauched Drunkard that ever was, a 
ſoveraign Medicine, a rich Triacle, of force enough to cure and-re- 
cover his Diſeaſe, to obtain his Pardon, and to furniſh him with 
firength to overcome this deadly Poyſon, fatal to the moſt : And 
though we may well fy of it, as men out of experience do of Quar- 
-tane Agues, that it is the diſgrace of all moral Phylick, of all Re- 
'proofs, Counſels and Admonitions 3 .yet is there a Salve for - this 
Sore 3 there came one from Heaven that trode the Winepreſs of 
'His Fathers fierceneſs, drunk of a Cup tempered with the bitterneſs 
of God's Wrath, and the Devils Malice, that he might heal even 
ſuch as have drunk deepeſt of the (weet Cup of Sin. And let all ſuch 
know; that in all the former diſcovery of this Poylon, I haveonly . 
- aimed to cauſe them feel their ſting, and that they might with ear- 
reſt Eyes behold the Brafen Serpent, and ferioully repair to him 
for Mercy and Grace, who is perfectly able to <je& even this kind, 
. Which ſo rarely and hardlyis thrown out where once he gets poſſe(t- 
ons © This'Seed of the Woman is able to bruiſe this Serpents head. 
Oh that they would liſten to the gracious offers of Chritt ! if once

comes out of the Rock, after the Blood that was ſhed for thee 3 then 
let him that is athirſt come, let himdrink of the water of life with 
- out any money; of which if thou haſt took but one true and thorow 
draught, thou wilt never long after thy old puddle. waters of Sin 
.any more. Eaſie 'will it be for thee after thou haſt taſted of the 
Bread and Wine in thy Father's Houſe, ever to loath the Husks and 
Swill thou wert wont to follow after with greedineſs. The Lord 
Chriſt will bring thee into his Mothers Houſe, cauſe thee to drink 
of his ſpiced Wine, of the new Wine of the Pomegranate: Yea, 
he will bring thee into his Cellar, ſpread his Banner of Love over 
thee, ſtay thee with flagons, fill thee with his love, till thou beeſt 
ck and overcome with the ſweetneſs of his Conlolations.

Saint Doxetzs 15 famous in ſtory for ſpitting 
upon a Dragon, that kept an High-way,and devoured many Pafſen- 
gers: This have I made good Obſervation of, That where God 
hath raiſcd up zealous Preachers, in ſuch Towns this Serpent hath 
no nefYing, no ftabling or denning. If this will not do, Awgaltine 
entoxceth.. 
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enforcethAnother, which I conceive God's and Man's Laws allow 
85 upon the reaſon he gives: If Payl (faith he) forbid toeat with 
ſuch our common Bread, in our own private Houſes, how much 
more the Lord's Body in Charch- Aſſemblies : If inour Times, this 
_ were firi&ly obſerved,the Serpent would ſoon languiſh and vaniſh, 
In the time of an Epidemical Diſeaſe, ſuch as the Sweating or 
Neezing Sickneſs, a wiſe Phyſician would leave the fiudy of all 
other Diſeaſes, to-find out the Cure of the preſent raging Evil.

Had we no other Sin reigning but this (which can- 
not reign alone) will not God juſtly ſpue us out of his mouth for 
_ this alone ? We rcad of whole Countreys- waſted, diſpeopled by 
Serpents. Pliny tells us of the Amycle, Lycophron- of Salamis z

Sure, till it be' out of faſhion 
and grace in Gentlemens Tables, Butteries and Cellars, hardly ſhall

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made this Collef;o13 therefore I make this humble Apologeticat 
Poſtſcript. Iknow for my labour of reviving this noble Gonnter- 
blajt, &*c. 1 can expe no better, but to be counterblaſied by the 
black and foul mouths of many Tobacconiſts, and common Tobacco«- 
Smokers ; for endeavoring to pull down their great Diana, which 
they labour Demetrius like to cry up, bceauſe of the-much gain it 
brings them. If I mect with Reproaches and Scorns, it is no more 
then I expeced from them, and I value it not: Neither is it any 
news ox wonder for we live in the laſt dayes, and as the Apoſlle 
Peter fore-told many hundred years ſince, in 2 Pee. 3. 3. That in 
the laſt dayes ſhould come Stoffers, walking after their own luſts. To 
ſuch King Solomon propounds a queſtion, which they can hardly 
be able to anſwer, in Prov. 22. How long ye fimple Ones will ye love 
freplicity ? . and ye Scorners delight in ſcorning, and Fuols bate Know- 
ledge ? Therc have been many ſuch in ail Ages ot the World, as it 
may cally be inftanced. 


Before I conclude, I thought. it not amiſs, or improper, to fay 
ſomething briefly againſt exceſſive drinking of Healths , and 
Drunkenneſs, which calls'to xemembrance, amongſt other, of His 
Majeſtiesnoble:and gracious Ads, l:nce his Reftuaration, wherein 
he hath had merciful Reſpe& to the Lives,Eftates, Souls and Bodies 
of his good Subje&s, and therein gone beyond his Predecefſe.rs. I 
ſhall but name to his perpetual Honour theſe three, viz. In the firſt 
place, His AG of Oblivion, patling by all that was done againſi Him * 
or his Father, excepting only thoſe that were his Royal - Fathers 
Judges. .In the next place, He was pleafed to publiſh a Proclama- 
tion to all His loving Subjects, againſt that fintul Cuftom of drink- 
inghis Health, His Majeſty wiſely conſidering how apt many 
would be to fall into that evil extreme , doth in that 
Proclamation, rebuke ſuch as can expreſs their Loveto him in no 
better way, then drinking His Health. In the next place, Icannot 
but take notice, and mention, to His Majefties Renown, His late 
gracious Declaration, For Liberty and Indulgence to tender Conſct 
ences, that could not in all things conform to the Ceremonies and 
Diſcipline of the Church of Exgland, by Law eſtabliſhed ; This by 
the way. But now to ſpeak a little more againſt drinking Healths, 
which is to our purpoſein hand. ' © | | | 


There 
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There was many years tince a Book Publiſhed; by Mr. W3lliam 
Prynne, againſt ir; gp of Healths, Entituled, Healths Sickneſs, 
but not now tobe had, or ſeldom thoughe of 3 he ſhews the great- 
neſs of that Sin, and the dangerous conſequence of it. both to the 
Souls and Bodies of Men. - There is another large Treatiſe pub- 
liſhed by Mr. Robert Tounge, Entituled, The Drunkard's Charadier : 
Alſoa Sermon preached long ſince by Doctor Robert Harris, called 
The Drunkgrd's Cup, out of Iſaiah 5. from the 11. to the 18. verſe. 
And a Sermon publiſhed many years ſince, Preached at Paxls-Croſs, 
by Doctor Abraham Gibſon, Entituled, The Lands mourning for 
vain Swearing out of theſe words , Becauſe of Oaths the Land 
mourns. 

And now the Land may meurn, not only for vain Swearing, but 
for vain Drinking of Healths and Drunkennefs. ; 

After His Majeſties Reftauration, there was, I remember,a great 
Feaſt, at which time there was a Health drank for His Majeſty, 
and when it came to the turn of an able learned grave Miniſter 
there preſent, he utterly diſliked and refuſed it : Anlwering, That 
he would pray for His Majeſties Heath, And if all that are Well- 
wiſhers to his MajcſtiesHealth,would obey his Proclamation againſt ' 
that Vice,in leaving off drinking, cither of the Kings Health, or any 
others, & leave of ſwearing and prophaning the Sabbath;and would 
conſtantly, earneſtly, and heartily pray for His Majeftics Health, 
according as thc Apoltle St. Paul exhorts Timothy, 1 Tim.2-3. That 
. Supplication and Prayer be made for Kings, and all that are in Autho- 
. rity 3 that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godlineſs and 
honeſty. 1 ſay, then we ſhould be in hopes to ſee better Times,and 
better Trading; The generality cry out of their want of Trading, 
and of the Sins of the Rulers 3 but cur chief Work and Duty is to 
look more narrowly at home, and to find ouc the Plague of our 
ewn Hearts. Who ſmites upon his Thigh ? who ſaith, what have 
Idone ? We are apt to forget the late dreadful Judgments of God 3 
as that of the Defiroying-Sword, the fad dettroying Peliiience, 
when from the 2oth of December, 1664. tothe 15th of December, 
1665. there died of all Diſeaſcs 97396, and of the Plague 
68596; and in cne week, which I fiad tube the greatelt of all, 
was in September 19. 1665, there died of the Plague 10 Loxdoa and 
Liberties 7165, of all Diſcaſes 8297 that on? week. Can London 
ever forget thoſ: ſad and lamentable conſuming Flames, that _ 
K 2 orth . 
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forth the Second of Seprember, 1666 ? The rninous heaps on 37 3 
Acres within,and 63 Acres without the old Line, the ghaſtly walls 
of 89 Pariſh-Churches, and ſtately Houſes 'and Halls, with the 
Royal Exchange, and as it was computed Thirteen thouſand and 
two hundred Houſes, with a vaſt deal of Goods, Houſhold-ſtuff, 
and rich Commodities 3 and,I think, Book-ſellers may eaſily remem- 
ber the many Ware-houſes of good Books of all ſorts, then turned 
to. Aſhes, at St. Faiths Church,and in other p'aces about the City. | 
There was a Book publiſhed by Mr. Thomas Brooks, Dedicated to 
Sir William Turner Lord Mayor (who deferved mach Love and 
Honour, for being 1o great a Furtherer of building the City and 
Royal Exechange,that lay long in Ruins) Entituled, London's Lamen- 
xtious, being a ſerious Diſcourſe of the late fiery Diſpenſation, 
that turned our Renowned City into a rainous Heap. In the 
{cond part, or application of that Book, Page 36. is ſhewed, That 
the burning'of Loadow was a National Judgment, and that God in 
ſemiting Lowdox, did {mite England round : And what Sins bring 
deſolating Judgments upon Perſons and Places ? Intemperance and 
Drunkennels is one Sin,and that we are toſee the hand of the Lord 
in that dreadful Fire, and to take heed of thoſe Sms that bring the 
hery Rod, with the ſeveral Leffons and Duties we are to learn by it. 
We may eaftty Re that the Lord willnot faffer ns to be forgetful 
of his great Judgments, by the ſeveral freſh Remembrances he hath. 
given us, by fad Fires-in divers places fince, in and near the City, 
Not longafter the dreadful Fire;there was a Merchants great houſe, 
almoſt finiſhed, in-Mixcing Lane, burned and quite defaced 3 after 
that, two great Fires brake forth in Southwark at ſeveral times and 
piaces : Another at the Savoy, which did mach harm 3 Another at 
the corner of St. Bartholomew Lane, a Herald-Paixtcr's Houſe , 
Mt. Francs Norers himfelf, his Child and Narfe was burtied. 
Another in White-Chappel, and ſeveral perſons burned there. Ano- 
ther ſad Fire was in or near Thames ſtreet, which burned to the 
ground a great Sugar-Baker's Houſe, with many thouſand pounds 
worth of Sugar, belonging to ſeveral Partners; it began Szptember 
the Second, the Lords-day, 1671, And now laſt Whit-Srnday 
morning, at St. Katherines near Tewer-hill, brake forth a very grie- 
vous lamentable Fire, which,as it is Reported, conſumed above one 
hundred Dwelling-houſts, and divers Ships, and ſome people were 
burned and killed by it. After that, another great Fire that con-"

We may do well to take that Counſcl of our Saviour to the im- - 

. potent man that he had cured,and had been at the Pool of Bcth-- 
ſaida, who had an Infirmity thirty eight years, Foha 5. 14. Chriſt 
bid him go and fin no more, leaft a worſe thing befal him; it was 
cld Mr. Wheatlyes Text of Banbury, after it was burned: Read 
the 26. of Leviticas, how greatly the Lord threatned the people 
of Iſrael, it they were Diſobedient to him 3 He threatens greac 
Judgments, and to make their Cities waſt, and the Land d:folate 
and in the verſes 18,21,24,28, it is four times threatned, That he 
will puniſh them ſeven times more for their Iniquitiess God hath 
ſhot Three Arrows againſt us, and how eaſily can he ſhoot a Fourth 
ſore Arrow, that of the Famine, unleſs we turn from our Sins by 
true Repentance. It is to be feared, that after all that hath or can - 
be ſaid to reclaim men from their evil Courſes, and exceſſes in 
Drinking, that they will be ſwayed by Cuſtome, whichis a ſecond 
Nature ; and it will be found as difficult for them to be temperare 
1m Smoking, and Drinking, and Feaſting, as it is for the Blackmore 
to change his Skin, or the Leopard his Spots. So that they will 
rather ſay, as he that being advited by his Phyfician to leave of his 
evil Courſes, or elſe he would looſe his Sight, anſwered, Tum valeat 
lumen amicum, Then farewel \weet Light. To ſuch it may be ſaid, 
as Solomon laith, Rejyyce O young man in thy Youth walkin the fight of 
thine Eyts, and let thy Heart chear thee > but remember that for all 
zbeſe things God will bring thee to Fndgment. 

We all know, That Sin is the fore-runner of all Plagnes and 
Calamities, that ever came upon any Pcople or Nation under Hea- 
ven it is rhe Plague of Plagues : What provoked God to drown 
the old-World, but.Sin ? What cauſed God to rain down Fire and 
Brimſtone on Sodoms and Gomorrah, but their Sins of Pride,Idleneſs, 
and fulneſs of Bread?

hereafter. | Other Sinners ſhall tafte of the Cup, but you ſhall drink 
off the dregs of God's Wrath and Difpleaſure, -To whom # Strife: 
You talk of good fellowſhip and friendſhip;but Wine isa rager and 
tumultuous make-bate, and ſets. you a quarreling, and medling.” 
When wit's out of the head and ſtrength out of the body, it thruſts 
- even Cowards and Daſtards, unfenced and unarmed, into needleſs 
Frayes and Combats. And then to whom are Wounds, broken 
Heads, blue Eyes, maimed Limbs ? You have a drunken by-word, 
Drunkards tzkefno harm z but how many are the mithaps and un- 
timely misfortunes that betide ſuch, which though they feel not 
in drink, they carry as marks and brands to their Grave. You 
pretend you drink 'Healths, and for Health; but to whom are all 
kind of Diſcaſes, Infirmitics, Deformities, pearled Faces, Palfies, 
Dropties, Head-aches ?

lethin the Cap. If there were no worſe then theſe, yet would-no 
wiſe man be overtaken with Wine : As if he ſhould fay; What ſee 
you inthe Cup or Drink, that countervaileth theſe dreggs that 
liein the bottom.

death ſpeedy, death painful, and woful death, and that as naturally 
and inevitably, as Opizm procureth ſleep,. as. Hellebore purgeth, or 
any Poyſon killeth. 6,275; 

Three forked is this ting,and three-fold is the death it procureth 
to all that are firung therewith- The firſt is, the death of Grace 
The ſecond is,of the Body : The third is,of Soul and Body eternal. 
Alt fin is the. poyſon wherewithall the old Serpent and.red Dragon 
envenomes the ſoul of Man, but no fin (except it: be that which th 
unto death) fo mortal as this,which though not ever unpardonably, 
yet for the moſt part is alſo irrecoverably and inevitably unto death. 
Seeſt thou one bxtten with any other Snake, there is hope and help : 
as the Father ſaid of his Son, when he had- information of his 
Gaming, of his Prodigality, yea, of his Whoring,: But when he 
heard that he was poyſoned with Drunkenneſs, he gave him for 
dead, his caſe for deſperate and forlorn. Age and experience often 
cures the other 3 ;but; this-encreaſeth with years, and parteth not 
wll death. Whoring is a deep Ditch, yet ſome few ſhall a man ſee 
return and lay hold. on the wayes of life,one of a thouſand, but ſcarce 
one Drunkard of ten thouſand. One Ambroſe. mentions, and one 
have I known 3 and but one of all that ever L.knew or heard. of. 
Often have I been asked, and often. have I enquired, but never 
could meet with an inſtance, ſave one or two at the moſt, I ſpeak 
of Drunkards, not of one drunken 3 of ſuch who rarely and caſual- 
ly have Noah-like been ſurpriſed,  over-taken at unawares: But 1f 
once a Cuſtome, ever Neceſfity, Wine takes away the Heart, and - 
ſpoils the Brain, overthrows the Faculties and Organs of Repen- 
tance and Reſolution. And is it not juſt with God,that he who will 
put out his natural light, ſhould have bis. ſpiritual extinguiſhed ? 
He that will deprive himſelf of Reaſon, ſhould loſe alſo the Guide 
and Pilot of Reaſon, Gad's Spirit and Grace: He that will wit- 
tingly and willingly make himſelf an Habitation of Unclean Spirits, 
ſhould not diſpoſſefs them at his own pleaſure? Mott aptly there- 
fore is it tranſlated by Tremelins Hemorrbois, which Geſner con- - 
founds with the Dipſas, or thirſty Serpent, whole poyſon breedeth 
fach thirſt, drought, and inflamacion 3 like thatot Ratsbane, that 
they neyer leave drinking, till they burſt and dic withall, Would 

it 


mot grieve and pitty any Chrittian-ſoul, to ſee atowardly hopeful 
young man, well natured, well nurtured, fiung with -this Cocka- 
trice, bewailing his own- cafe, crying out againſt+ the baſencſs of 
_ the fin, inveighing againſt Company, melting under the perſwaſi- 
ons of Friends; yea, proteſting againſt all enticements, vow, cove- 
nant, and ſeriouſly indent with himſelf and his Friends for the re- 
Knquiſhing of it; And yet if he meet with a Companion that holds 
but up his Finger, he follows him as a Fool to the Stocks, and as 
an Oxe to the Slaughter-houſe, having no Power to withgand the 

Temptation; but 4n he goes with him to: the Tipling-houſe, not 
conſidering that the Chambers are the Chambers of Death, and the 
Gueſts, the Guefts of Death 3 ' and there he continues as one be- 
witched, or conjured in a Spell; out of which he returns not, till 
he hath emptied his Purſe of Money, his Head of Reaſon, and his 
Heart of all his former ſeeming Grace. There his Eyes behold the 
firange Woman, his Heart ſpeaketh 'perverſe things , becoming 
heartleſs, as one (faith Solomon) ia the heart of the Sea, reſolving 
to-continue, and return to his Vomit, whatſoever it colt him, to 
make it his daily work. T was fick, end knew itnot : Twas flrack , 
and felt it not ; when I awake, I will ſeekit ſtill, And why indeed 
(without a Miracle) ſhould any expe& that one ftang with this 
Viper ſhould ſhake it off, and ever recover of it again. Yea, ſo far 
are they from recovering themſelves, that they infect and become 
contagious and peſtilent toall they come near. The Dragon infu- 
fing his Venome, and affimulating his Elfes to himſelf in no fin ſo 
much as in this, that it becomes as good as Meat and Drink to 
them, to ſpend their Wit and Money to compals Ale-houſe after 
Alc-houfe yea, Town after Town, to transform others with their 
Circean-Cups, till they have made them Bruits and Swine, worſe 
then themſelves. The Adulterer and Uſurer defire to enjoy their 
Sin alone 3 but the chiefeſt paſtime of a Drunkard is.to heat and 

overcome others with Wine, that he may diſcover their nakedneſs 

and glory in their foyl and folly. In a word, exceſs of Wine, and 

the ſpirit of Grace are oppoſites 3 the former expels the latter oat 

of the Heart, as ſmoke doth Bees out-of the Hive :-and makes the 

man a meer Slave and Prey to Satan and his ſnares 3 when, by this 

Poyſon, he hath put out his Eyes, and ſpoyled him of his ſtrength , 

he uſeth him as the Philiftins did Sampſon, leads him in a firing 

whither he pleaſeth, like a very drudge, ſcorn, and make-ſport to 


himſelf and his Imps 3 makes him grindin the Mill of all kind of 
F 2 Sins 
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Sins and Vices. And that I take to be the- reaſon why Drunken- 
neſs is not ſpecially prohibited in any one. of the Ten Command- 
ments, becauſe it isnot the fingle brezch- of any one, but in <fe& 
the violation of all and every one : It 15 no one fin, but all fins, be- 
cauſe it-is the In-let and Sluce to all otherSins. The Devil having 
moiſtened, and ſteeped him in his Liquor z ſhapes him like fofe 
Clay, into what mould he pleaſeth : having ſhaken off his Rudder 
and Pilot, daſhes his Soul upon what Rocks, Sands, and Syrts he 
lifeth, and that with as much eaſe as a man may puſh down his 
Body with the leaft thruſt of his Hand or Finger. He that in his 
right wits, and ſober mood, ſeems religious, modeſt, chaſt, courte- 
ous, ſecret 5 in his drunken fits, {wears, blaſphemes, rages, ſirikes, 
talks filthily, blabs all ſecrets, commits folly, knows no difference 
of Perſons or Sexes, becomes wholly at Satans command, as a dead 
Organ, to be enacted at his will and pleaſure. - Oh that God 
would be pleaſed to open the Eyes of ſome Drunkard, toſee what 
a Dunghill and Carrion his Soul becomes, and how Ioathſome 
effects follow upon thy ſpiritual death, and fling of this Cockatrice, 
which is the Fountain of the other two following, - temporal and 
eternal death tf _. hs © 0h 
And well may it be, that ſome ſuch as are altogether fearleſs and 
careleſs of the former death, will yet tremble, and be moved with 
that which I (ball in theſecond place tell them. Among all other 
fins that are, none brings forth bodily death ſo frequently as this, 
none ſo.ordinarily flays in the a&t of fin as this. And what can be 
more horrible then to die in the:a& of a Sinz without the a of Re- 
pentance ?-.I pronounce no definitive Sentence of Damnation upon 
any particular ſo dying » -but what door of hope or comfort is left. 
to their Friends behind of their Salvation ? The Whore-Maſtes he 
hopes to have a ſpace and time to repent in age, though ſometimes 
it pleaſeth God that death firikes: Cozbz and Zimri napping, as the 
Devil is ſaid to ſlay one of the Popesin thenſtant of- his Adultery, 
and carry him quick to-Hell, The Swearer and- Blaſphemer hath 
commonly ſpace, though ſeldons' Grace, to repent ang amend - and 
 ſomerare examples ſtories afford, of ſome taken with Oaths and 
Blaſphemies in their mouths. The Thiet and Oppoffor may live, 
and repent, and make reftitution, as Zacheus : though I have ſeen 
one ſlain right-out with the Timber he ftole halt an hour before ; 
and heard of one that having ftoln a Sheep, and laying it down 
upon a ſtone to reſt him, was grin'd aud hang'd with the ſirogling 
| O 
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of it about his Neck. But theſe are extraordinary and rare cafes : 
God (ſometimes praQifing Marſhal-Law, and doing preſent execu- 
tion, leſt Fools ſhall ſay in their Hearts, There were no God, or 
Judgment: but conniving and deferring the moſt, that men might 
expe a Judge coming, and a ſolemn day of Judgment to come: 
But this fin of Drunkenneſs is fo odious to him, that he makes it 
{elf Juſtice, Judge and Executioner, ſlaying the ungodly with mif- 
fortune, bringing them to untimely ſhameful ends, in brutiſh and 
beaftial manner, often in their own vomit and ordure Yending 
them ſottiſh , ſleeping , and fſenſcleſs to Hell, not leaving them 
either time, or reaſon , or, grace to repent, and cry ſo much 
as Lord have mercy upon us. Were there (as'in ſome Cities of 7raly) 
an Office kept, or a Record and Regiſter by every Coroner in 
Shires and Counties , of fuch diſmal events which -God hath 
avenged this ſin withall,; what a Volume would it have made with- 
in theſe few-years in this our Nation? How terrible a Threater of 
God's Judgments againſt Drunkards, ſuch as might make their 
Hearts'to bleed and relent, if nottheir Ears to tingle, tohear of a 
tafte of ſome few fuch noted and remarkable Examples of God's' 
Juſtice, as have come within the compaſs of mine own norice, and 
certain knowledge I think I ſhoul4- offend to conceal them from 
the World, whom they may happily keep from being the like to

At Bungey in. Norfolk , three coming out of an Ale-houſe in a 
very dark Evening, ſwore, they thought it was not. darker in Hell 
it ſelf : One of them fell off the Bridge into the water, and was 
drowned ; the ſecond fell off his Horſe, the third ſleeping on the 
Ground by the Rivers-fide, was frozento death : This have I of- 
ten heard, but have no certain ground for the truth of it it. 

A Bayliff of Hadly,upon the Lords-day.,being drunk at Melford, 
would needs get upon his Mare, to ride through the Street, aftirm- 
ing (as the Report goes) That his Mare would carry him to the 
Devil ; His Mare caſts him off, and broke his Neck inſtantly. .Re- 
ported by ſundry ſufficient Witneſſes.

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At Tenby in Pembrokeſhire, a Drunkard being exceeding drunk, 
broke himſelf all to pieces off an high and ſteep Rock, ina moſt 
fearful manner 3 and yet the occaſion and circumſtances of his fall - 
were fo ridiculous, as I think not fit to relate, left, in fo ferious a 
Judgment, I ſhould move laughter to the Reader. 

A Glafier in Chancery-Lane in Loudon, noted formerly for Pro- 
fefſion, fell toa common courſe of drinking, whereof being oft 
by his Wife and many Chriftian friends admoniſhed, yet preſuming 
much - of God's mercy to himſelf, continued therein , till, 
upon a time, having ſurcharged his Stomach with drink, he fell a 
vomiting, broke a Vein, lay two days in extreme pain of Body, 
and diſtreſs of Mind, till in the end recovering a lictle comfort, he 
died : - Both theſe Examples related to me by a Gentleman of 
worth upon his own knowledge, | 

Four ſundry inftances of Drunkards wallowing and tumbling in. : 
their drink, flainby Carts I forbear to mention, becauſe ſuch cx- 
amplesare ſo'common and ordinary. 

A Teoman's Son in Northamptonſhire, who being drunk at Welling 
borough: on a Mggket-day, would needs ride his Horſe in a bravery 
over the plowed-lands, fell from his Horſe, and brake his Neck : 
Reported to me by a Kinſman of his own. | 

A Knight notoriouſly given to Drunkenneſs, carrying ſometime 
Payls of drink into the open Field, to make people drunk withall 3 
being upon a timedrinking with Company, a woman comes in, 
delivering him a Ring wich this Poſte, Drink and die; ſaying to 
him, This #4 for you > which he took and wore, and within a week 
after came to his end by drinking : Reported by ſundry, and juſt'- - 
fied by a Miniſter dwelling within a mile of theplace. 

Two Examples have I known of Childrenthat murthered theic 
own Mothers in drink; and one notorions Dronkard that attemp- 
ted to kill his Father z of which being hindred, he fired his Barn, 
and was afterward executed : one of theſe formerly in Print. 

Ata Tavern in Breadſtreet in Loydon,certain Gentlemen drinking 
Healths to their Lords,on whom they had dependance ; one deſpe- 
rate Wretch ſteps to the Tables end, lays hold on a pottle-pot tull 
of -Canary-ſack, ſwears a deep Oath 3 What willnone here drink + 
a health to my noble.Lord and Maſter? and fo ſetting the pottle- 
pot to his mouth, drinks it off to the bottom 3 was not able to: riſe 
up,. or to ſpeak when he had done, but fell 'into a deep ſnoaring 


flcep, and being removed, laid afide, and covered by one of the 


Servants 
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Servants of the Houſe, attending the time of the drinking, was 
within the ſpace of two hours irrecoverably dead : Witneffed at 
the time of the Printing hercot by the fame Sexvant that ſtood by 
him ia the Act, and helpt to remove him. 

In Dergy Hundred, near Maxldon, about the beginning of his 
Majeſties Reign, there fell out an extraordinary Judgment upon 
five or fix that plotted a folemn drinking at one of their Houſes, 
laid in Beer for the once, drunk healths in a firange manner, and 
\ died thereof within a few weeks, ſome ſooner, and ſome later : 
witneſſed to me by one that was with one of them on his death- 
bed, todemand a Debt, and oftan ſpoken of by Maſter Heydoy, late 
Preacher of Mazldon, in the hearing of many : The particular cir- 
cumſtances were exceeding remarkable, bur having not ſufficient 
proof for the particulars, I will not report them. 

One of Ayleſpam in Norfolk, a notorious Drunkard, drowned 'in 
. a ſhallow Brook of water, with his Horſe by him. 

-Whileſt this was at the Preſſe, a- man Eighty five years old, or 
thercabout, in Sxffolk,, overtaken with Wine, (though neycr in 
all his life before, as he himſelf ſaid a little before his fall, ſeeming 
to bewail his preſent condition, and others cthaknew him ſo fay 
of him) yet going down a pair of ſtairs (againſt the perſwafion of 
a weman fitting by him in his Chamber) tell, and was fo. dange- 
rouſly hurt, as hedied ſoon after, not being able to ſpeak from the 
tirfie of his fall to his death. |
